Attached  are  six  diagrams  dlpictlng  the  tracks  of  UFOB's* 

The  diagrams  were  prepared  as  It  was  noted  while  observing  the  UFOB*s 
on  the  search  radar  that  the  initial  inbound  tracks  appeared  to  hone 
in  on  the  radar  transmitters*  Ihe  targets  would  change  direction 
when  they  were  within  one  (1)  to  two  (2)  miles  of  the  radar  trans- 
mitters* It  should  also  be  noted  that  there  was  no  set  pattern  in 
regards  to  the  direction  the  targets  were  moving* 

3«  When  on  tne  radar  scope^  the  UFOB's  were  easy  to  recognize 
and  track  as  they  gave  a good  clear  return  that  was  as  large  and 
bright  as  a B-d7  target*  A UKOB  and  B-U7  (B-h7  was  in  a holding 
pattern  on  the  radio  beacon)  were  on  the  scope  at  the  same  time  and 
thus  it  was  pcssiole  to  compare  their  radar  returns*  One  difrerenee 
was  noted  between  Lhe  UFOB^s  and  B-U7  targetsi  the  UFOB's  were  round 
and  were  not  distorted  by  the  radar  sweep  while  the  B-U7  targets  gave 
an  elongated  appearance  on  the  search  radar  scope*  On  the  precision

h*  As  plotted  on  inclosures  #1  thru  6j  it  appears  that  the 
UFOB's  made  sharp  turns  or  changes  in  direction*  Roweverf  their 
xums  were  gradual  when  visually  observed  on  the  raoar  scope  and  the 
turns  could  be  noted  primarily  by  plotting  the  target  bearings  from 
the  station*
